Htorrn water control was the main 
topic for discussion at the regular Octo­ 
ber meeting of the West Covina Im­ 
provement 
Association at the club­ 
house on Ornnge avenue last Monday 
evening. 


In accordance with the usual custom, 
this meeting was attended by at least 
0110 hundred orange and walnut, grow­ 
ers of the district. 8 upervisor John J. 
Hamilton of the first supervisorial dis­ 
trict of the county was present and 
gave the principal talk of the evening. 
Mr. I'lamerston, a rancher living near 
Bassett, introduced Mr. Hamilton with 
a few remarks. He intimated that it 
would be well for the local land-owners 
to form a protection 
district 
them­ 
selves, in case the county government 
could not secure 
financial 
backing to 
carry out the extensive work necessary 
to insure the district from future flood 
peril. 


Supervisor 
Hamilton 
assured the 
ranchers that the county had been do­ 
ing 
cvorytbjing 
within its power to 
solve the storm water problem. He 
mentioned that one of the main reasons 
for going slow with the work was the 
lack of funds, caused by the retrench­ 
ment in the county budget made neces­ 
sary becauso of the protests of taxpay­ 
ers. An outline of the work done by 
Mr. Reagan, the engineer in charge of 
the flood control board, was given. Mr 
Hamilton heartily endorsed the work 
already done along this line, and snid 
further that tho engineer was at pres­ 
ent busy with plans that would bo car- 
Tied out if tho bond issue of $3,000,000 
could bo passed at a special election in 
January or February of next year. Ac­ 
cording to the supervisor, thoso pbaus 
when carried out will provldo districts 
now liable to damage with as much, y/o- 
tection as is humanly possible.

Mr/ Hamilton also wont into the sub­ 
ject of roads (and bridges, as regards 
"West Covina in particular. He cited 
tho work .that the county has done al­ 
ready in the district this year, and stat­ 
ed that it is only lack of funds that pre­ 
vents nioro extensive improvements be­ 
ing made.

According to F. E. Harris and Com­ 
pany, Los Angeles bean authorities, the 
heavy rain storms of the past ten days 
have had a serious effect on the dry 
bean crop. Mr. Harris last week gave 
the following summary of the present 
position of the bean market 


'The storm which started September 
29 in the Sacramento valley and which 
struck the southern part of the state 
the 30th, has done considerable dam 
ago in the Sacramento valley district, 
where most of the pink beans are rais 
ed. If the rain had not stopped when 
t did, there would not have been over 
50 per cent of a normal crop raised in 
that district this season. 


" T h e rain struck the Lomppc and 
Ventura districts September 30 and fell 
almost 
continuously for forty-eight 
hours. The damage has been estimated 
at 10 per cent to the lima, pink and 
white bean crops there. On the 4th 
inst.<it started to• rain.in this district 
again, with the result that 'thu crop -of

" T h e blackeye situation is very ser' 
ious, as wet weather entirely ruins this 
crop, aijd there is about 50 per cent of 
the t crop still in tho fields'. The rain 
stopped just in time to prevent a total 
loss of the beans loft in tho field, but 
as .it is, growers will be lucky if they 
have 00 per cent of their crop undam­ 
aged. • 


" T h e Lima Bean Growers' Associa­ 
tion has entirely withdrawn from the 
market. San Francisco dealers in pinks 
and largo and Bmall whites have also 
followed 
their 
lead, and dealers in 
blackeyes will sot no price on their 
holdings at present. 


" Every thing 
looked 
bright for a 
bumper crop until tho rain. Lnst season 
prices on all grades of beuns, with the 
exception of blackeyes, went to record 
quotations. This was due to the fact 
that the New York and Michigan crops 
of white beans were very small, while 
war orders were more than sufficient to 
eat up the entire available supply. As 
California had a normnl crop last year 
tho growers of this state were benefited 
tho most by the nbuormul condition of 
the 
market. 


"Although it is true that 
Europe 
has ceased buying beans from America 
and is importing 
from 
Manchuria, 
prices for this year's crop of California 
beans should bo fully as high as lhst 
season, inasmuch ns tho Michigan crop 
is only 00 per cent of normnl and the 
California 
crop is far short of the 
usual outturn." 


Locally, beans in the field have Buf­ 
fered additional heavy damage during 
tho present week.

Seventh California Infantry Will Ar­ 
rive in Los Angeles Tomorrow and 
Will be Mastered Oat at Exposition 
Park Daring the Next Three Weeks 
—Each Man to Be Paid in Full. 


Active Campaigning tor 


Bond Issue of $16,000,000 Provides for 
Extension.of San Bernardino High­ 
way to Arizona, Los Angeles With 
Antelope Valley, And Other Impor­ 
tant. 


The remaining contingent of the fed­ 
eralized national guard of California on 
the-border, consisting of the first and 
.seventh regiments of infantry, 
third 
squadron of cavalry, first batallion of 
field artillery, and ambulance company 


No. 
1 and field hospital No. 1, about 
3000 men in all, left Nogales yesterday 
and will arrive in Los Angeles Satur­ 
day, and will be mustered out at Ex­ 
position park. 


I t will require at least three weeks 
to complete the task of mustering out 
the total contingent, which comprises 
three full regiments. 
Each man will 
be paid in full before receiving his dis­ 
charge, and it will require $35,000 per 
regiment to pay the men off. 


In addition to the 3000 there will be 
at least 100 head of horses brought to 
Los 
Angeles 
unless 
the 
government 
finds that the stock will be needed for 
the use of the remaining regimonts on 
the border. 
" T h e 
task of mustering out embod­ 
ies a great amount of detail and will 
be slow," said Capt. Hannigan, muster 
ing officer. "While the work is being 
accomplished the government will have 
to purchase vast stores for the maia 
tenance of the men and horses and this 
will be a great benefit to Los Angeles 
merchants, as it is the custom to pur 
chase all supplies at the point where 
the mastering out is done. That is if 
prices to be had here are such as to 
make it feasible to buy.''

'CAUGHT LYING, 


Homo time ago the California 
Tax­ 
payers League, which is the principal 
wet organization, sent out from its Los 
Angeles office a folder under the title, 
" D o n ' t Be Fooled," which professed 
to contain a verbatim copy of both the 
dry amendments to be voted on this 
fall. Who was responsible for the text 
of the copy we do not know, "but the 
copy is so full of merely stupid minor 
inaccuracies as to indicate 
that 
the 
compiler must have been 
exceedingly 
careless or exceedingly wet. 
Two er­ 
rors, however, were so important that 
they could hardly have been accidental. 
One was tho insertion into the text of 
section 1 of amendment No. 2 of the

No such words occur in the actual text 
of the law, and the only possible pur­ 
pose of inserting them was to sustain

The other error was the total omis­ 
sion of the section permitting liquor 
jfor' sacramental 'purposes, .^Inasmuch as 
at'thefaine timeanot^etjdjo^ujoj^at w^s 
pent out'arguing that tluV< amendment 
would be an' interference with relig­ 
ious rites, this omission also can hardly 
have been accidental. 


Two years ago the wot fofces decid­ 
edly discredited their cause by publish­ 
ing widespread an alleged 
quotation 
from Abraham Lincoln which in fact 
Lincoln had never said or written. This 
year the misquotation was in the actual 
text of the law itself. One would think 
that those who are willing to use gar­ 
bled quotations ns an argument would

Charms Covinaites 


Professor Jerome Hall Raymond Por­ 
trays Romance of the Highlands— 
Glasgow One of the Most Socially 
Progressive Cities in the World— 
Municipal " d r a f t " 
Not Tolerated. 


Four Editors Who 
Helped Make History 


The Late General S. P. Jennison Was 
One of the War Editors of the Bed 
Wing Republican Who Left 
Their 
Impress on the History of Minnesota 
—Afterwards Came to Covina. 


With even a larger nHewlanee than 
a week ago, Dr. Raymond's secoml lec­ 
ture, "Scotland; Its Ancient Lore and 
Modern Life," was given Monday ev­ 
ening. With scores of beautiful repro­ 
ductions, in color, of the rare nnd un­ 
usual in glen, loch, firths, ruined abbey, 
and fertile plain, it needed only a Harry 
Lauder, with his Highland songs, to 
make Old Scotland very real and very 
•near. 
But in the place of the singer, 
the pipers were sliown and their wierd, 
almost uncanny music graphically de­ 
scribed. 


The sharp contrast between the deep­ 
ly revered ancient 
memorials, 
which 
have been the inspiration of the coun­ 
tries, romantic literature, and the ex­ 
tremely up-to-date cities with their ad­ 
vanced 
position 
in all municipal re­ 
forms, was very clearly shown by the 
lecturer. The picturesque physical fea­ 
tures of the country with its mountains, 
glens, islands and storied lakes, were 
described prijor to taking up the long 
struggle for political and religious free­ 
dom. 


The regions immortalized by Sir Wal­ 
ter Scott, " B o b b i e " Burns, and Thom­ 
as Carlyle, ofd castles, historic battle 
fields arid cloisters, half-ruined but still 
indescribably beautiful, were shown in 
exquisite slides of more than usual in­ 
terest. 


But probably the rapid development 
of municipal and government 
owner­ 
ship of all public utilities, as shown in 
the history of the three largest cities, 
Glasgow, with its population of over a 
million, historic 
old 
Edinburgh, ond 
quaint Aberdeen, arousod the keon in­ 
terest, since the civic reform 
began 
sixty yenrs ago. Not only are water, 
gas and electric light plants owned and 
operated at a profit by the cities, but 
the street railway and telephone sys­ 
tems, public markets, public farms, and 
baths and laundries, model houses, con­ 
certs and lectures also, and all with a 
goodly revenue to the city. 


What is known in this country # a s 
" g r a f t " seems to be wholly unknd#n, 
and in their own solid, unswerving way, 
characteristic of the people, th?. Scots 
seem to have takon all these general 
public matters wholly out of the hands 
of 
the 
monopolies 
and 
middle-men, 
handling" them absolutely fairly to all 
the people. That the land-tenure laws 
aro still so unjust nad unfair—all real 
estate 'being owned by, a vory small 
numbor of men, who keep ronts abnor 
mally high—seems strange when 
tho 
extremely high standards of civic life 
in tho municipalities nro 
considered. 
But Prof. .Raymond thought that " i n 
his own good time, in his own fair and 
unyielding way, tho wise and 
canny 
Scotchman would riso up In his right 
eous indignation and mako this groat 
and national evil right."
